PROHIBITION ENFORCEMENT 
A new plan has been evolved for the 


enforcement of prohibition. It is the crea- 
tion of the treasury department, most par- 
ticularly Secretary Mellon*s assistant, ^Ir. 
Andrews. Under this plan prohibition en-v 
forcement is to be reorganized ajong fed- 
era! district instead of state divisional 
lines. The number of enforcing officers is 
to be reduced. xbut it is held that this will 
be possible without impairing the efficien- 
cy or thoroughness of the work: in fact, 
it is expected that greater progress^ will 
be made in the attempt to suppress viola- 
tions of the Volstead act than has been 
possible through state units." This does 
not mean that state cooperation is to be 
abandoned.

eral government in every feasible ,way, 
but this cooperation is to be extended 
through larger divisions in which there 
will be less conflict of .authority and great- 
er'mobility of the enforcirfg machinery.

It- 
can get nowhere by the arrest of flask- 
toters. home brewers and waiter-rum- 
brokers. These arrests only serve'to Mut- 
ter up the courts and shut the eyes of the 
people to the main transgressions. If the 
government can strik&'successfully at the 
sources of supply, it -will soon dry up the 
country.

It is to be hoped the new move will 


prove to be what the treasury department 
predicts. -It-is-what all law-abiding citi- 
zens of the'United States favor and ap- 
prove. 
Only those interesfs which are 


making millions-out of the' illegal traffic 
fight it. and they are not entitled to con- 
sideration. They are the worst form "of 
law violators we have, for they are in- 
viting crime of every character, from mur- 
der to robbery, all over the country. The 
people of the United States are entitled to 
bonafide enforcement of the prohibition 
law. The government can give it to 
them if it is so disposed, and it looks as 
though it were at last in the mood to go 
all the way. The only way we can deter- 
.rmne whether prohibition is to become a 
permanent policy of the United States, 
whether the people are willing to continue 
it indefinitely, is to give it a genuine, hon- 
est test. 
This is something it has not 


had for the simple reason that there has 
been no purpose to make the country dry 
in fact. 


FIKST AID FOR SUNSTROKE 


Naturally the first rule in the emergency care of 


a victim of the heat is to keep cool. The next thing 
is to make reasonably sure the condition is sun- 
stroke or heat btroke and not collapse, shock or 
fainting from some cause other than the sun. or the 
heat. If it is really sunstroke or heat stroke, the 
v.ctim's face will be flushed, the skin hot and dry. 
the breathing heavy and probably stertorous (snor- 
ing), the pulse full and strong, and the body tem- 
perature will measure several degrees abo\e nor- 
mal. 
In sunstroke or heat stroke the victim Is 


quite unconscious^ In circulatory collapse, shock 
or fainting—too often attributed to "heat exhaus- 
tion" or being "overcome by the heat." the "victim 
is rather half conscious though dazed, the face is 
pale, the skin is cold and clammy, the breathing 
!s very shallow and quiet and the pulse is feeble 
and difficult to feel. If the temperature is taken 
with the thermometer it is usually somewhat lower 
than the normal. In collapse, shock or ordinary 
faint. It is important to distinguish true heat 
stroke or sunstroke from these conditions which 
are too commonly attributed to "heat exhaustion, 
for the proper treatment"bf^the latter conditions, 
namely stimulation would be exceedingly bad treat- 
ment for sunstroke. For instance, cold water bath- 
mg or application of ice is good treatment for sun- 
stroke or heat stroke but \\ould be harmful in col- 
lapse, shock 
or fainting, for in, these weakened 


states heat should be applied.- 


If one has the foregoing 'description of 
heat 


stroke or sunstroke pictured in his mind, as con- 
trasted with the picture of shock or fainting 
(syncope), there will be no difficulty about keeping 
cool ana doing the right thing in any emergency. 


Everything here suggested as good first aid treat- 


ment for true sunstroke would be harmful in the 
conditions I have described as commonly passing 
under the name of "heat exhaustion" or 
overcome by the heat."
